Abel Haley was born in Wolfeboro, April 19th, 1880, the only son of 
Levi T. and Mary Evans Haley. He attended the local schools and was 
graduated from Brewster Academy in 1899. 


In 1914, he purchased the Chamberlain and Johnson Men’s Clothing 
Store by the Bridge and continued there until 1938 when he sold the business 
to its present owner, Cecil E. Corkum. 


Always actively interested in civic affairs as well as in church and 
fraternal organizations, Mr. Haley filled many positions of trust and 
responsibility. 


He served the Town as Treasurer for five years, Tax Collector sixteen 
years, Treasurer of the Wolfeboro School District for forty years and Clerk 
for forty-four years, and was a former Commissioner, Clerk and Auditor of 
the Wolfeboro Fire Precinct. 


He was a member of the First Congregational Church, serving as 
Treasurer for many years, and was also a charter member and former 
Treasurer of the Wolfeboro Rotary Club. 


His Masonic affiliations were numerous. A 32nd Degree Mason, he 
was a 50 year member, Past Master and Treasurer of Morning Star Lodge 
F,. & A. M.; Past High Priest and Treasurer of Carroll Chapter R. A. M.; 
Past District Deputy Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of New Hampshire 
and Official Representative to the Grand Lodge of New Jersey. He also 
held membership in Orient Council and Palestine Commandery of Rochester, 
Bektash Temple Shrine, Warren Chapter O. E. S. in which he served as 
Patron for five consecutive terms, and he was, for many years, Treasurer of 
the Wolfeboro Masonic Temple Association. 


By his honesty, forthrightness and high principles, his willingness to 
serve and his devotion to the best interests of his native Town, Mr. Haley 
proved himself an exemplary citizen, widely known and greatly respected. 


The survivors are his wife, Jennie Farwell Haley; one daughter, Mrs. 
George A. Smart, and a grandson. 





Iu Memorin 
William Albion Alexander 


In every town there are a few men who by their willingness to assume 
responsibility, their ability to get things done, their exemplary way of living, 
and their modest and unassuming nature — make day to day living in that 
town far easier and much more pleasant. Only when they are dead, can 
their fellow townsmen actually assess the lifetime contribution of such men 
to the community and the far reaching influence of their careers. 


Such a man was William Albion Alexander who died on December 22, 
1952. 


It is fitting and proper that in the annual report of the town’s life for 
the year 1952, the people of Wolfeboro pay formal tribute to him. 


Mr. and Mrs. Alexander moved to Wolfeboro from Freedom in 1910. 
In 1912 he became janitor of the Wolfeboro Falls two room school. When 
that school closed he became janitor of the Pickering school. When in 
turn that building closed, he became janitor of the Carpenter school in 1925. 
He continued there until he retired from that post in 1939, He was first 
janitor of the Congregational church and the Masonic Temple which were 
dedicated in 1912. At about the same time he became janitor of the 
Baptist church, the Town Hall and the Peavey block. He was janitor of the 
Kingswood Club until it moved from the Casino building. 


In addition to his janitorships he was special police officer, probation 
officer, truant officer, assistant boat inspector, handled the display of the 
motion picture posters and transported the mail from the railroad station 
to the Post Office. 


He was often described as “‘The busiest man in Wolfeboro” and “The 
smallest man in Wolfeboro with the biggest bunch of keys.”’ 


Such a man, having so many contacts with so many people, seven days 
of the week, can by his example, set a community pattern of cheerfulness, 
consideration for others and willingness to do a bit more than the letter of 
the job calls for. 


William Albion Alexander did exactly this. He did it so effectively 
that on one occasion, Father Morin, then Pastor of Saint Cecilia’s Church, 
used William Alexander’s life as the subject for a sermon. 


It is easy to make the conventional remarks about him, such as “The 
Town is the poorer for his passing” and “He set a shining example for 
hundreds and hundreds of young people.” All this is true. 


He is a man to be long remembered, with the doctors, educators, business 
men, philanthropists and public servants who have in past years, given so 
freely to make Wolfeboro a good town to live in. 


William Alexander proved it does not matter especially to what station 
in life a man is called, for if he be a man of good will and does well his 
appointed tasks from day to day, he soon becomes one of his town’s most 
valued and respected citizens.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Wolfeboro qualified to vote 
in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Brewster Memorial Hall 
in said Town on the second Tuesday of March next, from ten A. M. 
until 8 P. M. for the casting of ballots, and at seven P. M. to act 
on the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town Clerk, two Auditors, 
Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, and Town Constable for the ensuing 
year, one Selectman for three years, one Trustee of Trust Funds 
for three years, one Library Trustee for three years, one Water 
and Sewer Commissioner for three years, three members of the 


Budget Committee for three years, and two members of the Budget 
Committee for one year. 


ARTICLE 2. To select one or more Highway Agents or to 
instruct the Selectmen to appoint one Highway Agent. 


ARTICLE 3. To choose all other Town Officers and Agents. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to sell any property taken by tax title or otherwise. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to authorize the Tax Collector to allow a discount on 
real estate taxes if paid before December Ist, at a rate of discount 
not to exceed the rate at which the Town can borrow money on 
short term notes. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to hire a sum of money necessary to pay expenses in anticipation 
of taxes. 


ARTICLE 7%. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Tax Collector to appoint a Deputy under the provisions of Section 
42, Chapter 80 of the Revised Laws of 1942 as amended by Chapter 
7 of the Laws of 1945. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to publish in 
booklet form a list of all the taxable property, with the names of 
the owners and the amount of tax for the year 1952 and to raise an 
amount not to exceed $650.00 for this purpose. Said $650.00 
being the sum needed to supply each taxpayer with a booklet, the 
taxpayers being approximately 1800 in number.

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BUDGET COMMITTEE’S REPORT 


Your Budget Committee has held two public hearings and 
five committee meetings, at which many specific requests were 
made by civic organizations, private citizens and officials of the 
various departments. Each request, suggestion and recommen- 
dation has been carefully considered in making up the Budget 
for the consideration of the voters. 


The operating costs of all town departments, which legally 
come under the jurisdiction of the Budget Committee, have been 
reviewed in detail, to make certain that such expenditures are in 
the best interests of the town, both from the point of view of 
adequate service and desirable development. 


There has been a sincere effort made by all department heads 
to keep their budget requests as low as possible; consistant with 
good service and proper maintenance of plant and equipment. 


The Wolfeboro Budget Committee is pleased to submit the 
following Report and Budget items for the consideration of the 
voters of Wolfeboro, at the Town Meeting to be held March 10, 
a3, 


Under the proposed budget, the 1953 tax rate will remain 
nearly the same as last year.

TOWN ROADS 


After careful consideration of petitions duly presented by 
ten or more interested citizens or recommendation of department 
heads, the committee recommends the following appropriations: 

1 $3800.00 for surfacing Park Ava. The completion of 
improvements begun last year. 

2 $250.00 for surfacing that portion of Trask Mt. Road 
which was rebuilt last year. 

3 $500.00 for repairs to planking and railing on Whitten’s 
Neck Bridge. 

4 $750.00 for hard surfacing Varney Road. 

5 $3800.00 for drainage on Pleasant Street. 

6 $3850.00 for improving entrance to Libby Street. 

7 $250.00 for grading and surfacing the Legion Parking Lot. 


The Committee also submits without recommendation, a 
request for the improvement of the road from the former Jenness 
farm to residence of M. L. Tyler. Also a request to hard surface 
the balance of the road around Clark Park. 

A fine job of surfacing a large part of the roads in the compact 
area of town was done with funds raised by the Town to match an 
equal amount by the State. This year, the sum of $3,140.00 to 
be raised by the Town, the maximum amount that the State will 
match, is recommended by the Budget Committee. 

The raising of Town Road Aid funds to the maximum amount 
of $881.13 is also recommended. 


SCHOOLS 


Through savings thus far during the fiscal year July 1, 1952 - 
July 1, 1958, the School Board has not yet found it necessary to 
borrow any funds for the purchase of the new school bus. The 
operation of this bus has proved very satisfactory. 

Wolfeboro can well be proud of the excellent teaching staff 
and facilities available for the education of its young people. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 


After considerable study and consultation with the Police 
Chief and Special Officers, the Budget Committee has recommended 
that the Selectmen be authorized to borrow up to $3,500.00 on 
serial notes, payable at the rate of $1,000.00 per year, plus interest 
beginning in 1954, for the purchase of a Police Car equipped with 
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two-way short wave radio (tuned to State Police system) and 
other necessary equipment, for the Department. It is believed 
that the money now paid for mileage will go far towards 
maintaining this car and that the efficiency of the Department 
will be greatly improved by its use. 


WHARVES 


The wharf between the new concrete seawall and the Mount 
Washington wharf has decayed to such an extent that major 
repairs are necessary to both planking and the footings of the 
canopy at the rear. 


After consultation with the Highway Agent, the Budget 
Committee recommends that due to the high cost and temporary 
nature of any wood construction, the Selectmen be instructed 
to borrow up to $7,000.00 on serial notes, for the purpose of 
continuing the new seawall to the Mount Washington wharf. 
Payments to be made on above note at the rate of $1,000.00 per 
year, plus interest, and the first principal payment to be made in 
1954. 


PARKING LOT 


For a number of years the Legion Lot at the rear of the Post 
Office, has been available for public parking. However, this 
being private property, no public funds could be spent on it to 
enable the town to take full advantage of the space. Through 
the efforts of Representative Dr. John H. Clow, who took the 
problem to the Attorney General and the Tax Commission, and 
through the co-operation of the Harriman Hale Post American 
Legion, which has leased the property to the Town at a rental of 
$1.00 per year, it is now permissible for the Town to surface this 
lot and make full use of its parking facilities. The Committee 
has recommended the amount of $250.00 for this improvement. 


TOWN DEBT 


$8,500.00 will be paid on the Town Debt in 1953 from tax 
funds. In addition, the Water Department and Sewer Department 
debt will be reduced an additional $8,800.00 out of the earnings of 
the Department. 


The Town Debt will be increased $10,500.00 for the notes to 
pay for the Police Car and Equipment and new Sea Wall. 
Several of the notes will be paid within the next two or three 
years, so that annual payments after 1954 will be no more than 
at present. 

Mr. Noyes Moore and all who have had a part in making up 
the Wolfeboro Town Report, are to be congratulated on the great 
care and effort they made each year, to publish one of the finest 
Reports in the State. 
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The Budget Committee greatly appreciates the help of Noyes 
Moore, Clerk of the Board of Selectmen, and all other Town Officers 
and Department Heads, in making up the Annual Budget. 

With the full information as to the operation and needs of the 
many Departments that are made available, the work of the 
Budget Committee is greatly aided and a realistic Budget can be 
presented to the Voters of the Town.

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Tax Collector’s Report 


The Tax Bills were sent out earlier this year than in 1951. 
This was possible because in the case of the Property Tax the rate 
was set earlier, and the Head Tax bills were enclosed with the 
Poll Tax bills. 


This office finished the collection of the 1951 Head Taxes 
within the last ‘““Dead Line” set by the State, namely October 30th. 
The last 100 came hard and took considerable time. The last 14 
required pressure, which is not pleasant. Such Abatements as 
were made will stand close examination, and for reasons acceptable 
by the Tax Commission. As a suggestion, part payments are 
acceptable, in fact, in some cases urged. 


The number of Property Tax bills sent out has increased 
considerably in recent years as properties are broken up and 
developed. In the near future one piece of property will be 
broken up into around forty parcels, to cite one case, which will 
necessitate more time given by both the Selectmen and the Tax 
Collector, in carrying out their duties.

WATER DEPARTMENT 


During the past year, due to lack of help not as much new 
work was done as was anticipated. 

On the so called Prescott Shore there was installed 750 feet 
of 114 inch pipe to take care of new Camps being built. 

At the Carpenter School there was installed 125 feet of 4 inch 
Cast Iron Pipe to replace the old 2 inch Pipe which was inadequate 
to take care of present day requirements. 

On Keewaydin Road 420 feet of 2 inch Pipe was installed to 
take care of new Houses being built on this Road. 

There were 13 new services connected to the Water System 
during the past year, and 13 of the old services were relaid with 
Copper Tubing. 

The Standpipe at North Main St., as well as all Water and 
Sewer Dept. Buildings were Painted during the past year. 

There were a few Leaks and Breaks in the Water System 
which were taken care of as soon as possible.

Once again we are about to enter another forest fire season 
and once again your town forest fire warden is asking you to be 
careful of fires in our woodlands and along our roadsides. There 
is nothing more displeasing to the eye than an area of blackened 
waste. Nine out ten of these blackened areas are caused by You 
and You. It is only with your cooperation that we can prevent 
such an area in our town. A great part of the men and women 
of this area depend on timber for their weekly pay check, and by 
you and you being careless, these people are being deprived of a 
living. We can’t even try to prevent fires caused by lightning, 
but the number of fires caused by this agent is very small. It is 
you as a smoker, as a debris burner, — you as a careless person, 
who can do a great deal in preventing this most shameful waste 
of our natural resources. 

You can help by making sure your smoking material is out — 
DEAD OUT, your incinerator is air tight, the area around it is 
cleaned of all burnable material, that you have had it inspected by 
your forest fire warden, that you have asked for and received a 
permit to burn from your forest fire warden. By doing these 
things the number of fires are going to be fewer and you will have 
woodlands to hunt in, to have picnics in, to be able to fish the 
stream. You will also be proud of your green mountainsides. 
By not doing this you will not enjoy yourself at all. It is not too 
long ago that most of us can still remember the fall of 1947, and 
we all know that most of those fires during that period could have 
been prevented if everyone was careful. So, it is only You and 
You that can prevent this most shameful waste of our woodland 
by this common enemy — FIRE. 

Please remember it is a proud record for you to say that my 
town had no woods fires this past year and it is only through you 
and you that this goal can be reached. So, please help us to 
prevent forest fires.

The Public Heatlh Nursing Service for Wolfeboro and 
Vicinity has continued during 1952 with much the same program 
as for the past few years. Mrs. Avis MacAuley, R.N., has 
covered the District and done the School Nursing, except for a 
period of four weeks in February when she was ill. Mrs. Edward 
Colby, R. N., substituted during that time. Mrs. MacAuley had 
her vacation in August when Mrs. Everett Rockwell, R.N., of 
Tuftonboro was on call for the District work. 


The free demonstration of baby bathing for each new mother 
has been offered for the past year. Many young mothers have 
found it very helpful to have some one show them how to bathe 
and care for the new baby, also how to make the formula. This 
service has been offered to mothers before they leave the hospital. 


Mrs. MacAuley again went to Plymouth Teachers’ College in 
June where she took a two credit course, ‘““Family Case Histories.” 


Our Orthopedic clinics have been infrequent, but well attended. 
All children who attend these clinics are having follow up 
exercises with Mrs. MacAuley and Miss Leavitt. 


We still have our Social Service problems where Mrs. 
MacAuley often works with the overseers of the poor for Wolfeboro 
and Carroll County, also the workers for Old Age, Children’s Aid 
and the Probation Officer. Mrs. MacAuley is in a position to be 
very helpful to these Social Workers, and to serve the people who 
need aid. 
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This past year members of the Nursing Committee have 
served as the Blood Program Committee. The Blood Program is 
sponsored by the Red Cross but the Public Health Nursing 


Association has supported and worked for it whole heartedly, 


together with the Red Cross Committees. 


The Nursing Committee wishes to thank everyone who has 
in any way contributed to the success of the organization and its 


program during the past year.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Board of Trustees of the Wolfeboro - Brewster Memorial 
Library 


Gentlemen: 


The report of the librarian for the year ending January 1, 
1953, is herewith presented. 


It has been a busy year with many guests and summer 
residents patronizing the library; many new residents visiting 
the library for the first time, and many pupils and college students 
using the library for study and reference work. 


This year for the first time the library received radio publicity 
when the Gray Birch Network over station WWNH broadcast the 
winners in the Book Week contest conducted at Carpenter School. 


The service provided by the State Library is of increasing 
value as is shown by the fact that nearly ninety adult books were 
borrowed by mail this year. This number does not include books, 
both adult and juvenile, borrowed through Bookmobile service; 
nor does it include juvenile books borrowed by mail for use of 
teachers and pupils. 


During the year a new filing cabinet was purchased to provide 
for the expansion of pamphlet material which has been added on 
many current topics to supplement that supplied by books on those 
subjects. Then, too, by means of pamphlets the field of vocational 
guidance is being enlarged upon. Now more than ever before a 
library is required to have available information on many subjects 
for all age levels. 


To the organizations and to the individuals who have 
contributed books as an expression of their interest in the work 
of the library the librarian expresses her thanks and appreciation. 


As will be noted, the name of the library has been changed to 
Wolfeboro - Brewster Memorial Library. 


The circulation of books for the year was 31,119 books and 
magazines of these classes: fiction, 12,902; non-fiction, 6,656; 
children’s books, 11,561. Two hundred and sixty new cards were 
issued. The largest day’s circulation was 191, and the smallest 
eight. 


This year 470 books have been added. Of this number 
twenty-nine were contributed.

The Academy’s benefactor built a monument which has 
served this community well. Brewster Academy has given 
the community outstanding educational advantages at 
minimum cost for over sixty-five years. Of John Brewster, 
one descendent says, ‘“‘He was a typical American product 
of a typical American era. He was not a figure in the 
academic world but he knew that knowledge is the uprooting 
of all evil.” 
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Brewster Academy 


The history of Brewster Academy goes back 133 years. In 1820, 
a group of education-conscious New Hampshire citizens secured the sum 
of $5,000 for the endowment of a literary institution, the Wolfborough and 
Tuftonborough Academy. The Academy maintained its corporate existence 
unchanged until 1887 when John Brewster, business man and native son, 
who had amassed a fortune as a Boston merchant and financier, made a final 
generous gesture of good will to his community. 


By the terms of his will, John Brewster caused the Wolfborough and 
Tuftonborough Academy, where he had received his own early training, 
to be reactivated, renamed, and liberally endowed. His trustees were 
directed to place no restriction upon students desiring to attend because 
of “age, sex, or color... provided only he or she be of good moral 
character.” He stipulated simply that the name be changed to ‘“‘Brewster 
Free School or Academy,” and requested that instruction and education 
therein be made free ‘‘as near as possible.” 


Since 1887 the Academy has been located in a setting overlooking 
Lake Winnipesaukee on Wolfeboro Bay, a setting which is agreed by all 
observers as unexcelled by any campus of its kind in New England. The 
forty-acre campus is lined by graceful elms that reach down to a half 
mile of lake shore, a sandy section of which is used as a bathing beach 
in the summer months by residents and visitors to Wolfeboro. 


Brewster Academy provides secondary school education for students 
from Wolfeboro and vicinity and for a dormitory enrollment for sixty 
students who live in the six dormitories which border the campus. Students 
enrolled at Brewster have come from most of the states in this country as 
well as from several foreign countries.
